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PREFACE

Equipment  Storage/Maintenance  Areas 

Area  J now  contains  4 multistory  adminis- 
tration buildings,  2 administration  buildings, 
22  multistory  barracks,  4 barracks,  19  stor- 
age buildings,  and  44  vehicle  maintenance  and 
storage  buildings.  Dimensions  of  the  vehicle 
maintenance  and  storage  buildings  are  given 
in  Table  1. 


This  area  has  been  changed  significantly 
since  July  1956:  5 storage  buildings  and  2 

vehicle  maintenance  and  storage  buildings  have 
been  constructed;  1 barracks  and  1 storage 
building  have  been  extended;  2 administration 
buildings,  3 barracks,  and  4 storage  buildings 
have  been  removed;  and  1 of  the  vehicle  main- 
tenance and  storage  buildings  has  been  moved. 
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
